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BIG  TURNAROUND 

Esprit  Park 
Fund  Effort 
Gets  Closer 
To  Its  Goal

Supporters  of  the  effort  to  purchase 
Eyprit  Park  on  Minnesota  Street  may  well 
be  halfway  to  their  goal  —  following 
several  dramatic  developments  that  re- 
versed what  appeared  to  be  a  setback  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Drew  Detsch  of  Friends  of  Esprit  Park 
told  The  View  that  the  Esprit  Corpora- 
tion, winch  hrts  had  the  parkland  appruis- 

ed  for  four  million  dollars,  recently  off- 
•^1  n  it  to  the  city  for  half  that 

At  the  same  time,  the  Open  Space 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  recomm- 
ended that  the  city's  Open  Space  Fund 
bank  $800,000  from  this  year's  budget 
towards  purchase  of  the  park. 

The  Fund  has  already  banked  $300,000 
towards  the  park  purchase,  but  a  propos- 
al earlier  this  year  from  the  staff  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Dept.  had  reduced 
the  acquisition  of  Esprit  Park  to  a  lower 
priority  and  recommended  that  no  funds 
be  banked  towards  the  purchase  this 
year. 

Following  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee's  move  to  overturn  that 
recommendation,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  staff  moved  to  restore  Esprit  Park 
to  Priority  One  and  supported  allocation 
of  $700,000  for  this  year,  Detsch  said. 
With  the  $300,000  banked  earlier,  if  the 
$700,000  is  finally  approved,  it  will  bring 
tlie  amount  available  for  Esprit  Park 
purchase  to  one  million  dollars  —  half 
the  asking  price. 

The  $700,000  funding  recommendation 
for  this  year  must  still  come  before  the 
Recreation  and  Park  and  Planning  Comm- 
issions in  the  next  few  months,  Detsch 
noted. 

"The  reason  this  happened,"  he  stress- 
ed, "is  that  the  Potrero  Hill  community 
has  worked  so  hard  and  already  raised 
$40,000  in  cash  and  in-^kind  contributions 
towards  purchasing  Esprit  Park.  For 
every  dollar  that  has  been  raised  with 
small  contributions  from  people  in  the 
community  has  grown  seventy-five-foid 
because  the  City  has  seen  how  much 
support  there  is  for  the  purchase." 

Detsch  said  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee's  support  for  the  purchase 
also  came  about  because  they  understand 
the  need  for  open  space  in  the  area. 

"We  can't  take  anything  for  granted," 
Detsch  said,  urging  Hill  residents  who 
support  public  purchase  of  Esprit  Park  to 
keep  up  their  efforts  as  the  issue  comes 
before  other  city  bodies  who  will  make 
the  final  decisions  on  the  $700,000  allo- 
cation.

Hill-Based  Food  Bank  Releases 

Study  Profiling  Hunger  in  the  City 


Hunger  is  a  chronic  condition  for  many 
of  the  city's  poorest  residents,  the  Potre- 
ro Hill  -  based  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
concluded  in  e  study  released  March  10. 

The  findings  underscored  the  extreme 
poverty  of  people  who  rely  on  emergency 
food  programs  and  suggest  that  many 
poor  people  face  a  series  of  compound- 
ing problems  that  make  it  difficult  for 
them  to  improve  their  situations  imme- 
diately and  significantly.  The  study 
also  raised  concerns  that  women,  poor 
families,  and  certain  ethnic  groups 
do  not  utilize  emergency  food  programs, 
despite  their  ongoing  need  for  food  as- 
sistance. The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
plans  to  use  the  findings  to  help  shape 
emergency  and  long-term  food  assist- 
ance programs  for  families  and  indivi- 
duals in  need. 

Primary  sources  for  the  study  inclu- 
ded 433  face-to-face  interviews  of 
clients  at  emergency  food  programs. 
In  addition,  167  local  agencies  submit- 
ted written  answers  to  questions  about 
their  clients  and  their  food  programs. 
These  agencies  included  both  emergency 
food  providers,  which  are  narrowly 
defined  as  food  pantries,  shelters  and 
soup  kitchens,  and  non-emergency  food 
providers,  which  include  a  variety  of 
human  service  agencies  that  distribute 
food  to  needy  people  in  the  course  of 
providing  other  vital  services. 

An  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
people  interviewed  for  the  study  found 
that  their  household  incomes  did  not 
cover  their  basic  needs,  specifically 
food,  housing,  and  medical  care. 
Seventy-nine  percent  lived  on  less  than 
$10,000  a  year.  Of  those  households 
receiving  food  stamps,  81  percent  re- 
ported that  their  food  stamps  ran  out 
before  the  end  of  the  month.  As  a 
consequence,  the  people  interviewed 
faced  difficult  choices: 

•  39  percent  of  the  respondents  re- 
ported having  to  choose  between  paying 
their  rent  or  mortgage  and  buying  food 
in  the  past  12  months. 


*  40  percent  of  the  respondents  said 
they  were  actively  delaying  medical 
care  because  they  could  not  afford  it 
and  24  percent  had  put  off  medical  treat- 
ment or  did  not  fill  a  prescription  in 
order  to  buy  food. 

*  16  percent  of  the  respondents  had 
missed  more  than  10  meals  in  the 
previous  month  because  they  did  not 
have  enough  money  to  buy  food. 

The  profound  poverty  experienced 
by  clients  of  emergency  food  programs 
was  pervasive  and  long-term.  Of  the  51 
percent  who  were  unemployed,  half 
had  been  unemployed  for  two  years 
or  more;  and  the  average  client  first 
sought  food  assistance  a  year  and  a 
half  ago.  Even  so,  59  percent  of  the 
unemployed  clients  said  they  continue 
to  seek  employment. 

On  the  whole,  the  respondents  faced 
significant  obstacles  to  achieving  an 
adequate  standard  of  living.  On  paper, 
many  of  the  people  interviewed  are 
employable:  43  percent  of  the  unem- 
ployed people  said  they  held  skilled 
occupations  before  they  lost  their 
jobs,  and  77  percent  have  earned  at 
least  a  high  school  diploma. 

But  45  percent  of  the  people  inter- 
viewed were  homeless,  and  another  35 
percent  lived  in  marginal  housing  (e.g., 
a  rented  room  without  rooking  facili- 
ties). One  in  three  respondents  was 


disabled,  retired,  or  out  of  the  employ- 
ment pool  to  care  for  children.  An 
overwhelming  majority  of  clients  did 
not  have  a  telephone,  transportation, 
or  even  a  permanent  address  from  which 
to  launch  a  job  search.  Not  surprisingly, 
most  of  the  people  interviewed  felt 
alone  in  their  plight:  80  percent  said 
they  had  nowhere  to  turn  for  help 
except  a  charity  or  government  program. 

One  of  the  most  startling  findings 
from  the  study  was  the  absence  of 
poor  women  and  families  at  emergency 
food  programs— despite  the  fact  that 
the  majority  of  poor  San  Franciscans 
are  women  and  a  mere  10  percent  of 
the  people  in  client  households  were 
children.  In  contrast.  53  percent  of 
the  San  Franciscans  who  live  below 
the  federal  poverty  line  are  female 
and  24  percent  are  children  (1990  U.S. 
Census). 

Children  were  better  represented, 
however,  in  the  population  of  people 
using  non-emergency  food  programs. 
Through  the  agency  surveys,  the  San 
Francisco  Food  Bank  learned  that 
children  account  for  30  percent  of 
their  clients.  But  the  findings  do  little 
to  reassure  the  public  that  low-income 
families  are  able  to  meet  their  full 
nutritional  needs:  many  non-emergency 
food  programs  have  limited  meal  pro- 
grams and  cannot  accept  referrals.

All 
because  I  asked  someone  to  keep  their 
dog  off  the  infield  here  at  Jackson  Park. 
I  hear  such  sayings  as  above  quite  fre- 
quently lately. 

I  am  the  S.F.  Rec  &  Park  gardener  at 
Jackson.  I  am  also  a  taxpayer.  1  am  also 
a  dog  owner,  and  I  am  also  a  ball  player. 
I  have  played  ball  here  for  27  years.  My 
father  played  here  in  the  30s  and  40s. 

This  facility  has  been  a  sports  facility 
for  over  60  years.  The  field  is  named 
after  neighborhood  legend  Tony  Lazzeri, 
New  York  Yankee  second  baseman  and 
baseball  Hall  of  Famer.  The  clubhouse 
is  named  after  Lou  Spadia.  another  neigh- 
borhood boy.  S.F.  49er  executive  and  Bay 
Area  sports  Hall  of  Famer.  Nothing  is 
named  after  Rin  Tin  Tin,  Lassie,  Benji 
or  famous  dog  owners  like  Timmie  or 
Shaggy. 

Paying  taxes  does  not  give  you  a  right 
to  do  as  you  wish.  Nor  does  it  allow  you 
to  let  your  dog  do  as  you  wish.  Dog 
droppings  must  be  picked  up,  dogs  should 
be  kept  away  from  children  eating  lunch. 

Dogs  should  be  kept  on  the  90,000 
square  feet  of  outfield  grass.  The  in- 
fields are  off  limits  to  dogs.  Dog  urine 
burns  the  infield  grass,  and  paw  prints 
left  in  wet  infield  cinder  dry  to  become 
hazards. 

Try  to  remember  that  most  ball  play- 
ers, picnickers,  sunbathers.  and  general 
park  users  are  taxpayers,  and  are  also 
neighborood  residents.  They  deserve  a 
clean,  safe  park  to  use,  just  like  dog 
owners.

While  I  applaud  your  efforts  to  let  the 
neighborhood  know  about  the  metamor- 
phosis of  Asimakopolous  into  Aurora's, 
there  was  some  misinformation  in  one  of 
Andrea  Dance's  quotes  that  wasn't  corr- 
ected by  your  writer.  Andrea  Dance 
states  that  there  is  no  place  on  the  Hill  to 
get  "American  comfort  food."  1  think  she 
should  take  a  look  directly  across  the 
street  at  Goat  Hill  Pizza  (hardly  Italian 
and  something  she  clearly  defines  as 
American  since  it's  on  her  own  menu),  or 
up  the  hill  at  Arienne  Landry's  complete- 
ly American  menu  at  Just  For  You,  or  a 
few  blocks  away  at  Connecticut  Yankee 
or  Garibaldi's. 

What  we  don't  have  on  the  Hill  now  is 
Greek  food  and  I  think  that  rather  than 
overlooking  her  neighbors  she  ought  to  at 
least  acknowledge  their  previous  succ- 
esses with  the  genre  of  "American  com- 
fort food."  I  believe  that  business  own- 
ers should  have  the  right  to  do  whatever 
they  want  with  their  space,  but  1,  for 
one,  mourn  the  loss  of  the  great  ethnic 
cuisine  done  so  well  for  so  long  as  Asim- 
akoplous. 

Aurora's  is  one  of  many  great  places 

to  get  American  food  on  the  hill  (some 
of  them  are  your  advertisers)  rather  than 
the  only  place.

Walk  down  Carolina  Street  past  houses 
928.  934,  93(1,  952.  No  -  it's  not  your 
imagination.  The  numbers  are  not  in 
order.  Like  many  mail  carriers  and  pizza 
delivery  persons,  you  too  are  confused. 
How  did  this  happen?  1  may  be  one  of 
the  few  people  who  know  the  story. 

In  the  1940s  when  1  was  growing  up  on 
the  Hill,  I  lived  at  930  Carolina  Street. 
The  Loscutoffs  lived  next  door  at  928.  In 
between  these  two  houses  was  the  vacant 
lot  where  934  how  stands.  The  lot  be- 
longed to  my  grandmother,  Babashka  Elsie 
Bataiff,  who  told  my  father  to  build  on  it. 
However,  he  was  reluctant  to  build,  be- 
cause she  never  gave  him  the  deed.  He 
parked  his  cars  there,  since  we  didn't 
have  a  garage. 

We  neighborhood  kids  used  the  lot  to 
conduct  miniature  World  War  II  battles 
in  its  tall  green  grass,  and  occasionally 
we  harrassed  a  passed-out  drunk  who'd 
fallen  asleep  in  our  territory.  There  was 
something  we  found  appealing  about  a 
drunk  yelling  at  us  in  Russian.  Of  course, 
they  scared  us  a  little  too. 


My  father,  who  wasn't  Russian,  didn't 
trust  Babashka  about  the  lot.  He  and 
Mom  had  lived  in  the  house  in  1940  before 
Uncle  Fred  and  his  wife  decided  they 
wanted  to  live  there.  My  parents  moved 
to  Twin  Peaks  where  my  mother  felt 
exiled.  A  few  months  later  Uncle  Fred 
and  his  wife  decided  the  house  wasn't 
for  them,  so  my  parents  were  able  to  buy 
it  for  $1,500.  My  father  got  the  deed  to 
930. 

My  mother  was  happy  to  be  back  on  the 
Hill  where  she  was  born.  She'd  lived  on 
Carolina  Street  all  her  life,  except  for  a 
four-year  stay  in  Russia  in  the  1920s. 
There  the  family  discovered  that  they 
couldn't  go  home  again,  especially  if  home 
was  run  by  Joseph  Stalin.  Fortunately, 
six  of  Babashka's  children  were  American 
citizens,  so  they  were  able  to  come  back 
to  San  Francisco. 

Whenever  Babashka  visited,  she'd  urge  mj 
father  to  build  a  house  or  garage  on  the 
lot.  "First  you  give  me  the  deed,"  he'd  say. 
"No  matter,"  she'd  say.  Often  there'd  be 
an  argument  either  before  or  after  she 
left. 


In  the  1950s  my  aunt  and  uncle  acquired 
the  property  and  deed  from  my  Babashka. 
My  father  felt  hurt,  angry  and  betrayed. 
Although  I  didn't  understand  the  grownups, 
it  was  very  exciting  to  watch  the  drama 
unfold  in  two  languages. 

"No  matter,"  my  Babashka  said.  She 
wanted  us  to  love  each  other.  So,  the 
apartments  were  built,  and  it  was  with 
the  help  of  our  family.  I  baby-sat,  served 
coffee,  and  helped  my  aunt  push  wheel- 
barrows, while  imagining  that  I  was  a 
Chinese  woman  building  airfields  for  the 
Flying  Tigers  during  World  War  II.  My 
father,  who  was  a  surveyor,  helped  my 
uncle.  We  lent  them  electricity  and  let 
them  use  our  kitchen,  but  human  beings 
aren't  all  that  forgiving. 

When  my  uncle  requested  that  we 
change  our  house  humber  to  934,  my 
father  balked.  He  just  couldn't  do  it. 
For  the  rest  of  his  life  he  took  great  plea- 
sure in  seeing  all  the  confused  people. 
My  father  enjoyed  gloating.  "Your  uncle 
may  have  gotten  the  lot.  but  I've  got  his 
number."

Hiirs  Jimmy  Herman  Leaves  Behind 
A  Legacy  of  Neigliborliood  Memories

A  memorial  service  will  be  held  Satur- 
day April  18  to  commemorate  the  life  of 
Jimmy  Herman,  longtime  Potrero  Hill 
resident  and  retired  president  of  the 
International  Longshore  &  Warehouse 
Union  (ILWU),  who  died  March  20  at  the 
age  of  73.  The  April  18  commemoration 
will  take  place  at  2  p.m.  at  Delancey 
Street,  600  Embarcadero. 

Herman,  who  had  been  in  poor  health 
for  the  last  year,  was  admitted  to 
California  Pacific  Medical  Center  March 
laand  suffered  the  fatal  heart  attack 
two  days  later. 

Born  in  Newark,  N.J.  on  August  21 
1924,  Herman  left  home  to  ship  out  at 
the  age  of  15,  moving  to  San  Francisco 
in  1947.  He  had  lived  on  Potrero  Hill 
for  more  than  30  years,  moving  to  a  flat 
on  Connecticut  Street,  where  he  soon  be- 
came landlord  to  a  young  social  worker 
named  Art  Agnos.  Soon  Agnos,  his  wife 
Sherry  and  sons  Steven  and  Christopher, 
were  part  of  the  warm  and  extended 
family  that  Herman  developed  in  the 
area. 

Although  failing  health  led  Herman  six 
months  ago  to  move  into  the  Delancey 
Street  complex  on  the  Embarcadero, 
Agnos  would  bring  him  back  to  the  Hill 
weekly,  and  the  two  would  often  have 
lunch  in  the  neighborhood. 

While  Herman  could  talk  tough  and 
face  dou'Ti  the  head  of  a  huge  shipowners' 
association  in  union  negotiations,  he 
also  understood  the  proolems  ot  smaU 
businesspeople.  For  years  he  had  quiet- 
ly shopped  and  eaten  on  18th  or  20th 
Street,  defying  many  of  the  stereotypes 
one  might  associate  with  a  man  who 
headed  a  union  of  tens  of  thousands  of 
longshore  and  warehouse  workers, 

"1  only  knew  him  as  a  neighbor  and 
customer,"  recalled  Avery  McGinn, 
owner  of  Klein's  Deli,  just  down  the 
street  from  where  Herman  had  lived. 
"1  didn't  have  a  clue  as  to  who  he  was, 
and  1  often  wondered  why  Art  Agnos 
was  always  eating  with  him. 

"Just  two  weeks  before  Jimmy  died, 
I  came  across  him  outside  the  Deli, 
waiting  for  a  cab  to  take  him  down  to 
8th  and  Brennan  Streets,"  McGinn  added.

"I  offered  him  a  ride  and  it  was  the 
most  delightful  time,  because  I  got  to 
know  him.  He  was  sharp,  funny  and  very 
interesting." 

Phil  De  Andrade,  owner  of  Goat  Hill 
Pizza  and  head  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Mer- 
chants Association,  recalled  a  number 
of  times  when  Herman  would  "come  into 
Goat  Hill  for  spaghetti  and  garlic  bread, 
even  when  the  doctor  said  he  wasn't 
supposed  to."  Herman,  he  said,  "was  a 
tough  guy  with  a  heart  of  gold." 

From  time  to  time.  Hill  residents 
would  encounter  both  parts  of  that 
characterization  when  Herman  took  a 
stand  as  a  powerful  and  impassioned 
speaker  on  behalf  of  a  local  cause  in 
which  he  believed.  "He  was  a  motivating 
speaker,  fully  committed  to  others  and 
a  lifelong  advocate  of  peace,  justice 
and  the  equality  of  all  people,"  said

Herman  weighed  in  on  the  side  of  the 
Martin  De  Porres  soup  kitchen  when  it 
sought  to  relocate  to  Potrero  Avenue  in 
1986.  The  neighborhood  "will  not  aban- 
don our  heritage  of  accommodating  the 
less  fortunate,  and  the  variety  and 
diversity  which  has  made  this  community 
so  unique,"  he  told  a  packed  Planning 
Commission  session. 

"Potrero  Hill  is  a  neighborhood  of  poor 
and  working  people.  Many  of  us  who  live 
there  have,  at  various  times  in  our 
lives,  wondered  where  the  next  meal  was 
coming  from.  We  recognize  the  Martin 
de  Porres  clientele  as  part  of  our  commu- 
nity, with  legitimate  needs  that  we 
must  somehow  seek  to  fill,"  Herman 
emphasized. 

He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Port  Commission,  and  when  Potrero  Hill 
residents  showed  up  at  the  Commission 
to  protest  a  feasibility  study  for  a  heli- 
port near  Potrero  Hill,  Herman  attacked 
claims  that  such  a  facility  was  necessary 
for  emergency  medical  transportation. 
He  pointed  out  that  "any  time  there's 
an  emergency,  there's  no  problem  of  a 
helicopter  landing  anywhere." 
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For  him  the  "gut  issue"  was  "commu- 
nity sentiment,"  and,  he  stressed  to 
fellow  Commissioners  that  "absent  at 
this  hearing  is  any  support  for  a  heliport 
from  any  community  group.  That  has  to 
be  the  guideline  for  any  commission  with 
public  responsibility.  It's  legitimate  for 
the  business  community  to  aspire  to 
particular  changes,  but  that  comes 
second  to  what  is  in  the  community  in- 
terest." 

In  the  mid-1980s,  he  was  also  out- 
spoken in  his  support  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
mural  on  17th  and  Connecticut  Streets, 
which  had  engendered  a  few  vocal  oppo- 
nents. "There  is  diversity  on  this  HiU  — 
where  there  is  hunger,  poor  people  and 
employed  as  well  as  unemployed  people. 
These  people  would  take  pleasure  in 
seeing  something  of  the  rich  culture 
and  history  of  this  city,  and  this  commu- 
nity." 

In  1973  Herman,  then  President  of 
Ship  Clerk's  Local  34  of  the  ILWU,  was 
named  Man  of  the  Year  by  the  Alameda 
County  Central  Labor  Council  for  his 
support  of  the  farmworkers'  union. 

Herman  had  befriended  the  late  farm- 
worker union  leader  Cesar  Chavez  during 
the  grape  strike  in  1964,  before  the  farm- 
workers won  widespread  support  in  the 
union  movement.  "1  went  down  to  De- 
lano and  met  him,"  Herman  recalled 
years  later.  "We  helped  him  by  stopping 
grapes  on  the  docks  from  going  abroad." 

When  founding  ILWU  President  Harry 
Bridges  retired  in  1973  —  nearly  40  years 
since  the  1934  San  Francisco  General 
Strike  gave  rise  to  the  union  —  Herman 
won  the  ILWU's  top  post  by  a  three-to- 
one  margin.  He  had  been  president  of 
Ship  Clerk's  Local  34  since  1962  and  was 
Bridges'  choice  to  succeed  him. 

With  his  characteristic  strong  language 
and  down  to  earth  manner.  Herman  in- 
tended to  assume  the  ILWU's  office  with 
little  fanfare.  "Pre-arranged  adoration 
is  not  my  cup  of  tea,"  he  told  The  View 
back  in  1977.  "I'm  not  much  for  all  this 
banquet  and  party  bullshit."  Potrero 
Hill  has  over  the  years  been  home  to 
many  ILWU  members.  When  Herman 
took  the  helm  of  the  union  in  1977,  there 
were  140  feUow  union  members  living 
in  the  neighborhood. 

Herman  retired  as  ILWU  President  in 
1991.  He  had  served  as  a  Port  Commis- 
sioner from  1983  to  1994,  and  again  from 
1996  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Herman  is  survived  by  two  brothers, 
Rodman  C.  Herman  and  Milton  Herman, 
Jr.,  both  of  Irvington,  N.J.

The  Mission  Rock  Resort,  located  on 
China  Basin  Blvd.  (aka  Terry  Francois) 
is  under  new  management,  and  recons- 
truction of  the  popular  waterfront 
restaurani  should  begin  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits. 

The  View  spoke  to  Jim  Kelly,  who  has 
secured  a  lease  for  the  location  with 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  Kelly. a 
former  I'otrero  Hill  resident,  also  man- 
aged Pat  O'Shea's,  a  well-known  Irish 
pub  and  eatery  on  Geary  Boulevar  d. 
Kelly  told  TTie  View  that  he  had  been 
interested  in  obtaining  the  lease  for 
the  Mission  Rock  for  years,  first 
looking  at  the  property  in  1974.  and 
again  in  1988. 

The  previous  leaseholders  finally 
vacated  the  restaurant  and  small  marina 
early  this  year,  and  Kelly  said  the  nego- 
tiations with  the  Port  and  BCDC  are 
almost  complete,  which  should  allow 
him  to  begin  working  on  refurbisliing 
the  restaurant  when  the  winter  >tormi> 
finally  cease.  Construction  is  expected 
to  be  completed  in  six  months'  time. 

-The  Mission  Rock  Resort,  which  has 
long  been  a  popular  outdoor  eatery 
and  venue  for  music  for  local  residents, 
as  well  as  weekday  lunch  crowds  from 
the  Financial  District,  should  continue 
to  provide  a  sunny  spot  to  enjoy  a  meal. 
Kelly  emphasizes  that  good  food  will  be 
a  high  priority  for  the  new  management. 
He  plans  to  have  live  music  Thursday 
through  Sunday. 

The  location  is  also  the  site  of  a  small 
marina,  which  will  be  in  operation  at 
some  time  in  the  future,  Kelly  says.

This  project  requires  separate  negotia- 
tion with  the  Port  and  will  be  operated 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mission  Rock 
leaseholders.  The  docks  and  pilings 
are  in  great  disrepair  at  this  time,  how- 
ever, so  no  date  is  currently  set  for  the 
opening  of  the  marina. 

When  asked  what  the  new  Mission 
Rock  will  look  like,  Kelly  said  the  Port 
required  that  the  new  restaurant  "fit  in 
with  the  current  marine-industrial  motif 
in  the  surrounding  neighborhood.  The 
front  of  the  building  will  be  corrugated 
metal,  like  the  live-work  spaces  across 
the  street."  This  refers  to  the  newly- 
constructed  buildings  in  the  surrounding 
area,  specifically  the  building  located 
on  Illinois  and  China  Basin  Streets, 
which  was  constructed  last  year,  and 
other  similar  structures  in  the  3rd 
Street/Mariposa  Street  area.

Race  was  a  predictor  of  whether 
someone  utilized  the  emergency  food 
programs  included  in  this  study:  while 
30  percent  of  the  San  Franciscans  who 
live  in  poverty  are  Asians,  only  two 
percent  of  the  clients  were  Asians. 
Latino(a)s  were  also  iinderrepresented, 
with  16  percent  living  in  poverty  but 
only  seven  percent  utilizing  food  pan- 
tries, shelters  or  soup  kitchens. 

The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank  suggests 
several  reasons  for  the  demographic 
differences  between  the  population 
of  people  in  need  versus  the  population 
of  people  using  emergency  food  pro- 
grams. 

*  Many  families  cannot  reach  soup 
kitchens  because  these  services  are 
concentrated  in  a  few  neighborhoods 
(i.e..  Centra!  City  and  the  South  of 
Market  area). 

*  In  a  city  where  ethnic  populations 
are  centered  in  neighborhoods,  many 
poor  Asians  and  Latino(a)s  may  not 
be  able  to  reach  emergency  food  pro- 
grams as  frequently  as  needed.  Lan- 
guage barriers  or  concerns  about  do- 
cumentation may  also  hinder  people 
from  getting  the  food  they  need. 

Many  of  these  concerns  can  be 
addressed  in  part  by  the  creation  of 
food  pantries  in  poor  neighborhoods 
arqund  the  city.  Traditionally,  food 
pantries  are  open  to  anyone  in  need  and 
offer  a  regular  distribution  of  free 
groceries,  fruits  and  vegetables.  Many 
are  sponsored  by  congregations  or 
neighborhood  centers,  and  are  run  by 
volunteers.  Food  pantries  are  parti- 
cularly effective  in  helping  women, 
families,  and  the  elderly  who  have  a 
place  to  prepare  their  meals. 

In  the  Potrero  Hill  area  there  are 
food  pantries  at  St.  Teresa's  Church, 
390  Missouri  St.,  Potrero  HiU  Neighbor- 
hood House,  953  DeHaro  St.;  the  Red 
Cross,  1069  Connecticut  St.,  and  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital,  at  23rd  St. 
and  Potrero  Avenue,  which  can  provide 
emergency  food  boxes  for  the  hungry. 

The  agency  surveys  provided  another 
key  finding  of  the  study:  an  increasing 
reliance  on  the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
for  the  food  they  serve  to  low-income 
clients.  The  study  shows: 

•  Agencies  receive  an  average  of  54 
percent  of  their  food  from  the  San 
Francisco  Food  Bank, 

•  Agencies  receive  only  three  percent 
of  their  food  from  the  government. 

•  The  private  sector  provides  53  per- 
cent of  funds  for  agencies. 

•  48  percent  of  agencies  using  the 
San  Francisco  Food  Bank  have  been 
established  in  the  past  seven  years. 

The  study  was  conducted  last  spring

prior  to  the  implementation  oi  sweeping 
changes  in  welfare,  which  included 
approximately  $26  billion  in  cuts  to 
government  nutrition  programs.  The 
results  confirm  that  even  prior  to  these 
cuts,  food  stamps  and  other  government 
assistance  programs  did  not  meet  basic 
needs  of  the  people  they  were  designed 
to  help. 

Since  last  spring,  the  San  Francisco 
Food  Bank  has  increased  the  amount  of 
food  it  distributes  by  51  percent  and 
anticipates  that  it  will  provide  more 
than  11  million  pounds  of  food  to  the 
community  by  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year 
in  June.  It  also  has  collaborated  with 
the  city's  Department  of  Human  Services 
and  several  community  programs  to 
open  food  pantries  for  the  legal  immi- 
grants who  have  lost  their  food  stamp 
benefits.  Since  the  collaboration  began 
in  December,  1997  it  has  grown  to 
include  five  food  pantries  that  assist 
more  than  700  immigrant  households 
every  week. 

Based  on  the  results  of  the  study,  the 
San  Francisco  Food  Bank  concludes  that 
communities  need  to  develop  multiple 
levels  of  intervention  if  it  is  to  prevent 
hunger.  The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
recommends  that  residents,  government 
leaders  and  other  community  partners: 

*  Work  to  reverse  the  cuts  in  food 
stamp  benefits  imposed  through  welfare 
law  changes.
